Clarke denies he is seking "any pub- 
lic office." He doesn't say of course 
that he wouldn't accept a nomina- 
tion. 


Neither would Mr. Hughes as the 


latter always used to argue that to 
say that would he to flatter oneself in- 
to bslieving a nomination would be 
tendered, and he couldn't bring .him- 
self to believe such would be the case. 
Yet his very attitude led to the nom- 
ination. And he accepted. 


But the activity of Governor Cox is 


at this time of even greater political 
significance. With characteristic un- 
willingness to remain defeated on any- 
thing, Governor Cox, who like Justice

ain in the Near East is to establish the 
freedom of the Dardanelles under1 the 
supervision of the League of Nations, 
declared Premier Lloyd George in a 
statement at a conference with the 
newspaper men Friday afternoon. 


Mr. Lloyd George said that what- 


ever steps the government had taken 
to strengthen the military and naval 
forces in the Dardanelles and the Bos- 
phorus has been dictated by two su- 
preme 
considerations: First, "our 


anxiety as to the freedom of the saa 
between the Mediterranean and the 
Black Sea" and second, "to prevent 
this exceptionally prodigal war from 
spreading into Europe." 


"NOT TAKING SIDES" 


The premier declared at the outset 


he would like to make it clear that 
any action taksn had nothing to do 
with the merits or demerits of the 
case under dispute betweon Greece and 
the Turks. 
The British government, 
hs said, 


had been impartial as between the 
Greeks and the Turks. He pointed 
out that a few weeks ago, the Grr-ek? 
threatened to march on Constantin- 
ople and at that time General Haring- 
ton, the British general in command 
at Constantinople had warned the 
Greeks "in identical terms , as the 
warning now given to Mustapha Kein- 
al Pasha." 
In dealing with the question of the 


freedom of 
the straits . Mr. Lloyd 


George said that what had happened 
in the late war demonstrated how vi- 
tal was the freedom of these narrow 
seas to the protection of commerce 
and "to humanity in its broadest 
aspects."CAUSED LONG WAR 
.. The closing of the straits by Tur- 
key during the late war, he declared, 
was responsible for the "disaster of 
one of our strongest allies and the 
defeat of Roumania and 
prolonged 


the war by at least two years." 


In 
pointing out Great Britain's 


impartiality as shown by. her warn- 
ing to the Greeks he added: 


"We acted then in the interest of 


peace. The same motive is inspiring 
our action now.

er, brought his translation from the 
press on Sept. 21, 1522. It was printed 
into the modern High German lan- 
guage. Previous to Luther's transla- 
tion, there had been numerous vernac- 
ular translations, but these were 
themselves based 
on other transla- 


tions. Luther's work was the first 
translation from the original Greek in- 
to the language of the common peo- 
ple. 


The first translation in England ap- 


peared in 1525 and was the work of 
William Tyndale. This version, both 
in form and substance, follows faith- 
fully the earlier translation by Luth- 
er. The Bible has since been translated 
into 653 of the world's 2,176 languages 
and dialects.

convention of the 


United Lutheran church in America 
which meets in Buffalo, Oct. 17 to 26.

Cord of Hard Wood Equals Ton 


of Coal in Heat Value, 


Tests Show 


Now that more than one Appleton 


family is contemplating the use Of 
wood for fuel this winter rather than 
to endure the soot and dirt of soft 
coal, it will be well for every one to 
learn something of the fuel value of 
different kinds of wood and its rela- 
tion to coal. 


A ton of coal has about the same 


heating value as one cord of heavy 
wood one and half cords of mediuni 
wood, or two cords of light wood, ac- 
cording to the United States Forest 
Products laboratory. The number of 
cords of seasoned wood of various 
kinds needed to give the same amount 
of heat as a ton of coal is given as 
follows: 


One cord of hickory, oak, beech, 


birch, hard maple, ash, elm, locust, 
long leaf pine, or cherry is equal to 
one ton of coal. One and a half cords 
of short leaf pine, western hemlock, 
red gum, Douglas fir, sycamore, or 
soft maple is equal to one ton coal. 
Two cords of cedar, redwood, popu- 
lar, 
catalpa, 
cypress, 
basswood. 


spruce, or white pine is equal to one 
ton coal. 
Fuel value depends also upon such 


qualities as easy ignition, rapid burn- 
ing, 
freedom from smoke 
and Uni- 


form heat. 
Soft woods burn more 


readily than hard woods. The pines 
give a quicker and hotter fire and 
are consumed quicker 
than 
birch. 


Birch gives a more intense flame than 
oak, 
but cak gives a steadier heat. 


As wood needs but one-third the 


grate surface that coal does in coal 
furnaces or stoves, the grate should 
be partly covered by a piece of sheet 
iron or fire brick to reduce the draft.

• Dople must be internationalized, and the 
Dardanelles as well—that there is-no dif- 
ference as to the ends to be attained 
though a serious difference as to methods. 


It certainly is reassuring to know that 


there is a real and very substantial ob- 
stacle blocking the road to Constanti- 
nople. A situation has been created that 
will make any negotiations that may be 
•undertaken nrach easier, and give to those 
who favor "moral persuasion" substantial 
support against what in Paris is spoken of 
as a "problematical attack from Musta- 
pha Kemal Pasha," an attack which 
seems more "problematical" since the 
British fleet and armies are prepared to 
act. 


THE POISON CB2W 


Poison gases, developed during the 


war, eventually will exterminate the cot- 
ton boll weevil. This is predicted by Brig. 
Gen. Ames A. Fries, chief of the army's 
Chemical Warfare service. 
Extinction of 


the boll weevil would mean a money sav- 
ing running into hundreds of millions of 
dollars a year. Thia insect's ravages in 
11921 cut the American cotton crop 6,- 
1277,000 bales of 500 pounds each, or 
nearly five times as much as in 1909. 
The boll weevil's damage averaged 109 
pounds for each acre devoted to cotton 
culture. Nearly a third of last year's po- 
itential cotton crop was destroyed by the 
i weevil. 


General Pries says: "That the boll 


flreevil will be exterminated I am certain. 


The length of time it will take for such 
control will depend in a large measure 
upon the funds available for increasing 
our knowledge of poisoning compounds 
and applying them to the solving of the 
problems of the boll weevil." Poison gas 
unquestionably has a great future as an 
exterminator of insect* and animals. 
It 


is being used, with much success, in kil- 
ling rats, gophers and other rodents which 
are destructive to pastures and fields and 
which carry dread disease such as bubonic 
plague. 


In the Philippine islands our army gas 


experts are beginning a poison gas cam- 
paign to destroy the locusts whjch cause 
terrific damage to crops. 
This is "scien- 


tific progress, born of the war."- But 
when you take the peacetime use of poi- 
son gas, and compare it with its evil work 
in the war, you realize that humanity is 
getting less than ten cents in exchange 
for ten dollars. There is such a thing as 
"progressing'' backward. 


CRISIS IMPENDS IN GERMANY 
That the Keichbank, the financial 


stronghold of Germany, had to close its 
doors for lack of cash, is bad news. It is 
not only serious German news, but serious 
international news. If one of our Feder- 
al Reserve banks had to lock up for a day, 
or a few days, we should be deeply trou- 
bled. 
The R«iehbank is the issue bank 


of Germany.

ment. 


Credit for the settlement belongs

SUN insists, and the strike would 
have been ended long before had there 
been "public-spirited and constructive 
leadership." among the executives and 
the strike leaders. 
The SUN holds

From the tall end of August 


right up to the snows you can give 
the frog the merry toss and have a 
very good chance of interesting some 
of the game ones that are skirmish 
ns: around looking for just such a 
feed 


At this time the frog has developed 


from the tadpole 
stage 
he has a 


strong pair of hmrt legs and ho is 
just feeling the kick In them. Feed- 
ing as he is at this time fiom the 
surface close along shore or hopping 
around among the grasses and reeds 
gathering m the small grasshoppers 
and other insects, he is easy bait to 
secure 


The ordinary frog basket, a small 


split affair with a cloth top fitted with 
a draw string 
opening, is a handy 


way to carry the frogs 
Place a lit- 


tle moss or soft weeds in the bottom 
and your frogs \vill keep m fine shape 
all day 
Occasionally, 
to 
freshen 


them up a little, it is well to immerse 
the bottom of the basket in the wat 
er 
However, frogs will keep in fine, 


lively shape without water for the 
day 
Dunns the night you can stand 


the basket at the edge of the water 
with one end slightly in or leave it 
m the water a short time, and then 
stand it on the damp ground in the 
shade.

The tnke is a 
big one and spills across into Yunnan 
or rather, spills from Yunnan into 
Burma, since they originally came 
from China The Lahus live by agri 
culture, the men doing a. little hunt 
tag on the side when they can get 
hold of a gun that shoots forward 
Instead of backward or in all direc 
tions at once.

"The first thing to consider is the 


exposure of the rooms — dark rooms 
or those facing on a court, need to 
be decorated in bright colors—deep 
yellows, bright blues, or that Italian 
yellow-pink. 
Sunnj* rooms need to 


be softened with neutral colors 


"Plain walls are by far the easiest 


to work with, paneled ones should 
not be attempted without being most 
carefully planned, 
Unless one par- 


ticularly wants the effect of a low 
ceiling, one should avoid drop ceilings 
wide moldings and wainscots that 
break the lines and take away from 
the simple dignity 
"If a house has these defects they 


may be remedied by keeping the wood- 
work, -wall and molding- all the same 
tone.
